Gave you in my laft the true State of 

the Cafe of Scotland, about the Ufe of 

the Lords Prayer in their publickWor- 
fhip, with an Account how they neither 
pradife, nor yet reject the Ufe of it as a 
Form, and fubjoyn’d my Authorities for it, 
which I hope are fatisfattory: I come now 
to our Weft Country Parfon, who fays, they 
leave out tbe fifth Petition of the Lords Pray- 
er, becaufe they will not forgive their Epifco- 
pal Brethren, 

This worthy Gentleman will find it very 
hard to prove they leave out the fifth Peti- 
tion only, when’cis evident that asa Form, 
they, generally fp2aking, omit the whole, 
and very rarely ufe it at all. 

But as to thofe who have us’d it at all, or 
have us’d it as before, they confit of two 
Sorts; either thofe Minifters, who, accord- 
ing to the Recomendation of the Affembly, 


us’d it to convince their Enemies, that they 
did not wholly reje& it as a Form, and fo 
us'd it occafionally ; and thefe could not be 
fuppofed to leave out any Part of it, fince 
that would not have anfwer'd the End, nor 
have at all convinc’d their Adverfaries of 
their not reje€ting it asa Form, fince they 
had invaded the Form, and alter’d it by 
‘Omiffions. 

The others, who ftil ufe it conftaatly, 
cannot be mean’t by this Accufer, fince they 
are fo far from not forgiving their Epifcopal 
Brethren, that they are,for the moft Part of 
them, if not allof them, fuch as are pro- 
fefly Epifcopal themfelves,or at leaft Friends 
to them ; and thefe therefore cannot be the 
Men. : 

And here, by the Way, let no Man won- 
der, when I talk of Epifcopal Minifters now 
‘preaching in the Church of Scotland, a 
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that lead meto enquiie farther, and come 
tu examine the mighty Ciarge of Perfecu- 
tion, as openly, tho’ perfeétly falfe, aid 
without Ground laid to the Church of Scor- 
Jund ; while to this Diy, agreat Number <f 
the old Epifcopal Minifters, who retain 
their Principles, and neither fubmit to 
Church or State, who refufg to own the 
Church, ortake the Oaths to the Govern- 
ment ; who neither pray for the QUEEN, 
nor acknowledge the QUEEN, yet ftill keep 
their Beings, and are the very fame Parifh 
Minifters they were before. 

Indeed I fhail endeavour to dothe Church 
of Scotland this Piece of Juftice diftinGly, in

near tu that Kind of Praétice, as ever I 

met with any thing in my Life. 

How could thisGentleman imagine, but 
fome or other would have Kindnefs enough 
for Scotland tofendthither, to enquire into 
the Truth of his new invented Slander? How 
could he fuppof>, but fomebody would be 
met with, that would know fomething of 
the Matter as well as himfelf ? ‘He certainly 
either thought himlelf fecure from the En- 
quiry, and betiev’d this would be accepted, 
Verio Sacerdotis, or elfe he thought the 
Pleafure of telling a very maliciousLye would 
baliance the Same of being deteéted in it ;

But this may be touch’d upo, and this 
confirms my Opinion of their. Refulutions 
notto fight; that really to me ihy whole 
Fate of the French Empire is fak’t upon the 
next Battle, and France can ne more ftand 
upon its own Feet atcer fuch .arother De- 
feat, than Ensland could refit William tie 
Conqueror after rhe Battle at A/uftings, or at 
Batcell near Haftings. 

I will not enter into an Ehquiry, what a 
certain Prince may do, who fome People 
think fiands idly by with 50000 Mz“, and 
does nothing, only tu fee which Way thefe 
things may turn: Bue this I may fay, anc- 
ther Ramelies muft fink the Power of France 
for ever, if that Prince does not ftep to 
fave it by a Peace; in which upon a ple- 
nary Reftoration of cheir illegot en and ill 
manag’d Acceffiuns, that Monarch may be 
reduc’d to a perfec’ Incapacity of offering 
aoy more Vivlence, either to his own Sup- 
jeGs, or co his Neighbours.
